FREIGHT WRECK 


IN WHICH PHILIP TRACY LOST 


HiS LIFE. 


Twenty Thousand Dollars 
Damage 


Done—Fire Department Colled— 


Deceased a Prominent Man. 


A special-steieg'fam to the Advocate 


from Delaware, Ohio, today tells of a 
disastrous freight train collision at 2 
o'clock this morning on the Big Four 
railroad in which Philip Tracy, who 
is known to a number of Newark rail- 
road men, lost his life. 


When the collision occurred .Con- 


ductor Tracy was instantly killed. The 
wreck then took fire and the conduc- 
tor's remains were burned to a crisp. 
The Delaware fire department was 
called to the scene to fight the flames, 
but the rolling stock was damaged to 
the extent of $20,000. The deceased 
conductor was president of the Rail- 
road Mutual Insurance company.

FREIGHT WRECK 


IN WHICH PHILIP TRACY LOST 


HiS LIFE. 


Twenty Thousand Dollars 
Damage 


Done—Fire Department Colled— 


. 
Deceased a Prominent Man. 


A specials-telegram to the Advocate 


from Delaware, Ohio, today tells of a 
disastrous freight train collision at 2 
o'clock this morning on the Big Four 
railroad in which Philip Tracy, who 
is known to a number of Newark rail- 
road men, lost his life. 


When the collision occurred .Con- 


ductor Tracy was instantly killed. The 
wreck then took fire and the conduc- 
tor's remains were burned to a crisp. 
The Delaware fire department was 
called to the scene to fight the flames, 
but the rolling stock was damaged to 
the extent of $20,000. The deceased 
conductor was president of the Rail- 
road Mutual Insurance company. 


LOSS MAY BE $25,000.

London. Nov. 2—A disaster to the 


British near Bethel, eastern Trans- 
vaal, is reported by General Kitchener 
from Pretoria, Xov. ], as follows: 


"I have just heard of a severe at- 


tack made on the rear guard of Colo- 
nel Benzon's column when about 20 
miles northwest of Bethel, near Bro- 
kenlaagte, 'during a thick mist. The 
strtngtU of the enemy is reported to 
have been 1,000. They rushed two 
guns with the rear guard. The .officers 
killed: Colonel Benson, Colonel E. 
Guinness, Major F. D. Murray, Cap- 
tains M. W. Lindsay. F. T. Thorould 
and Eyre Loud. Lieutenants Brooks, 
Shepard and Coilett." 


Lord 
Kitchener then gives the 


names of 13 other officers who were 
wounded, most of them severely, and 
announces that 54 noncommissioned 
officers and men were killed and 100 
wounded, adding that four of the lat- 
ter have since died of their wounds. 
The dispatch then says: "I assume 
that the two guns have been recov- 
ered and the enemy has withdrawn, 
but I have no further details. I deeply 
regret the loss of Colonel Benzon and 
the other officers and men who fell 
with him. In 
Benzon the service 


loses a mci.t gallant and capable offi- j 
cer, who invariably led his column 
with marked- success and judgment. 
The fighting was at very close quar- 
ters and maintained with determina- 
tion on both sides. The enemy suf- 
fered heavily, but I have not yet re- 
ceived a reliable estimate.
